A CHIEF DISPATCHER. 


One Railroad Official Who Has All 


Work and BTo Play. 


The chief train dispatcher "handles the 


power," distributes the cars to the vari- 
ous stations, decides what freight trains 
shall be run aud is in immediate charge 
of the countless details .that arise in the 
operation of trains. The duties of the 
superintendent and the trainmaster keep 
them away from the office about half the 
time, traveling up and down the line, 
stopping overnight at important stations 
and terminals. The chief dispatcher is 
always at headquarters and is the man of 
details. He is assisted by a "trick dis- 
patcher" for each dispatching district. 
Like the sentinels at Gibraltar, the three 
trick dispatchers never leave their post 
unguarded. It may happen for a few 
minutes some Sunday night that there is 
not u train running, "not a wheel a-turnin 
on the division," as the men say, but 
there sits the dispatcher, the ever ready 
representative of the official staff, the in- 
carnation of alert administration. Where 
business is heavy and the management is 
progressive there is a night, chief also, 
who thus renders tbe position of chief 
disputcher uninterrupted. 


These chiefs work 12 hours each, as the 


nervous tension is less than that of a 
trick dispatcher, who is "glued to the 
train wire" his entire tour. In the ab- 
sence of a night chief the details are look- 
ed after by the trick dispatcher, whose 
•work becomes much rnoro responsible. 
The chief in such a case usually comes 
down nfter supper and maps out the 
nipht work and sometimes breaks in later 
with instructions on the train wire, which 
is "cut in" at his room. 


The railroad man is seldom entirely out 


of touch with his work. The telegraph 
sounder lulls the tired chief to rest and 
wakes him in the morning. So trained is 
his ear that if wanted at night the dis- 
patcher has to "pound" tho private call 
on the wire only n few times to elicit a 
response from -the sleeping chief. 
On 


Sundays the chief is on hand most of the 
day in. obedience to tbe unwritten rail- 
road commandment, "Six days shalt thou 
labor, and tho seventh come down to the 
cilice nnd catch up." 
In most occupa- 


tions "all work and no play makes Jack 
a dull boy," but in railroading it makes 
him a bright boy, BO stimulating and fas- 
cinating is the excitement of the work.— 
Century.

THE GREAT DISMAL SWAMP. 


A Retrlon Strange and lutcrentluar, 


Weird and. Solitary. 


The Great DisuiaJ swamp is a region 


slruugo and interesting, weird aud soli- 
tary. It occupies a billowy plain some-10 
miles in length by 23 miles in bjx;adth 
along the Atlantic seaboard, extending 
from Suffolk, Va., in a southerly direc- 
tion, well into the bounds of North Caro- 
lina. 


It.* deep shades, great stretches of 


brake and its solitude make it a region 
of interest. To the naturalist aud sports- 
man it has much to offer. In its silent 
fastnesses tho black bear finds a homo 
admirably adapted to his protection and 
in every way favorable to his increase-. 
Here amid the dense growth of umlor- 
brush and timber he may live iu com- 
parative safety, and there is perhaps no 
locality 
in the whole eastern United 


States of like extent which can offer a 
larger boar population than this great 
morass. The white tailed deer is also ;vu 
abundant denizen of the swamp, fre- 
quenting the elevated parts. 


In addition to the doer and bears, there 


is fl big game feature of a rather unusual 
nature. 
The swamp abounds in wild 


cows. These animals, of a b'rown color 
and somewhat smaller than the ordinary 
cow, having for many years boon under 
the peculiar conditions of the swamp, un- 
til they are almost*bompletely spi'cializc-d. 
are extremely wild. Thoy are feralizej 
from the herds of the farms adjacent to 
the swamp, and are the descendants of 
cattle which many years back wiindored 
into the fastnesses aud were lost to tlieu- 
owners, finally becoming wild. Being no 
longer recognized as property the sports- 
man may call game all that he uuiy have 
the prowess to shoot. 


Lake Drummond, some tea miles from 


Suffolk. Va.. is the only great body of 
.water in the swamp. It is a beautiful 
sheet .of water, of an oval contour and 
fringed with a heavy growth of timber, 
mostly cypress, white cedar and black 
gum. Its water is of n dark color owing 
to HIP decaying vegetation of the sur- 
rounding country, but is suitable to 
drink, and possesses tho quality of re- 
maining pure longer than most other 
water. For this reason it is often car- 
ried to sea by sailors on long voyages. 


The characteristic mammalian fauna is 


of a seuiitropiciil iiatmo as regards tin.' 
hinaller forms, while there arc many 
tropical plants. Of birds there are not 
many kinds, prolhonolaiy, hooded and 
Swiiin«on's warblers mid the Maryland 
yellowtlmiat being the principal smaller 
forms. The tiees, some of which are 
primeval, are large and beautiful, while 
there is a luxuriant growth of ferns nnd 
aquatic plants. Cane gru\\s iu profu- 
sion.—Forest and Stream.

CULINARY CAPERS.

boiling, slightly salted water should be 
used, and the head should be placed 
downward in tho kettle. 


Vita, For Single Beds. 


Two in a bed is the usual custom of 


sleeping, in the United States at It-u-st, 
nnd also in Canada and England; but in 
Germany and France single beds arc tho 
rule. 
The latter plan is more healthful 


and comfortable. It is gradually coming 
into use in this country. Single beds in- 
volve more linen, more work iu making 
beds and more washing-, but I never 
knew a family to return to the old plan 
after once giving single beds n fair trial. 
Especially in summer is tho single bed to 
be preferred, or even sleeping on the 
floor, to two in n bed. Many families de- 
clare they never knew what comfort was 
during the summer nights until they 
adopted the single beds. I might add a 
word of protest against allowing babies 
or young children to sleep with old peo- 
ple. The latter certainly draw upon the 
vitality of the former. This is probably 
true as 'between any bedfellows one of 
whom is sickly or less strong than the 
other. 
Consumption and other diseases 


havo often been communicated from one 
bedfellow to another.—Good Housekeep- 
ing.

Tho color of 
tho flower of "spotted touchmonot" is a 
deep orange, and the_spots are of n red- 
dish brown. 
The lip forms a suck not 


much unlike the moccasin flower, and it 
rnds in a curved .spur. The seed pods 
burst,if slightly touched and .scatter tho 
seeds all oround. To this peculiar prop- 
erty Iho .plant owes its common name. 
It is also called "noli me taugoro" aud 
"n'y touchez, pns." The remedy is ap- 
plied by expressing.the juices of the plu;it 
and applying it to the skin which bus 
been poisoned.—Popular Science News.

PROFESSOR ELY'S CONTRIBUTION TO ' 


A WELL WORN DISCUSSION.

It is a self evident proposition thai 


If wo would avert strikes we must deai 
with the causes of strikes; consequent 
ly any fruitful discussion of preventiv* 
measures must be based upon an analy* j 
sis of these causes. What, then, are th« ' 
causes of strikes of wage earners' 
Many different causes are enumerated 
in reports on strikes, but most of thes« 
are subsidiary causes. 


The main causes arc three— namely, 


first, a desire for higher wages, or an 
effort to prevent reduction of wages) 
second, a desire for a shorter workday, 
and, 
third, a desire to improve the gen< 


eral environment under which worl* 
is conducted. The first cause is tht 
ono which appears most frequently id 
industrial disputes, but during the last [ 
generation many bitter strike conflicts i 
have been waged with reference to th«j ' 
length of the working day. In the ' 
United States especially efforts to se- j 
cure a normal working day of eight 
hours have provoked 
some of oui ; 


fiercest strikes. 


The regulation of environment has 


been n relatively infrequent cause of 
'• 


strikes, although the matter is one of ' 
great importance. Efforts to secure 
recognition of labor organization, to 
regulate apprenticeship, etc., are sub- 
sidiary to the main causes enumerated, 
and all these causes obviously may be 
reduced to the one main cause, a de- 
sire on the part of wage earners to im- 
prove their economic position. 
But 


tliit. desire on the part of wage earners 
talcing the main directions mentioned 
does not lead to strikes until it encoun- 
ters opposition. If desire were a reali- 
zation, conflict would cease. 


Xow, 
the opposition to the realization 


ot desire in the case of the wage earn- 
ers Is found in the attitude of their 
employers. These in turn have their 
own desires, taking frequently nn op- 
posiie direction— namely, desires for a 
longer working day or lower wages, 
and (hey also generally find in the 
economic conditions surrounding them 
sharp limitations of the possiblUtles of 
compliance. 


Without dwelling longer on these pre- 


liminary observations, it may be said 
tl.atas a result of conflicting desires and 
interests which, in spite of all tine 
wolds, are precisely Identical, we find 
arrayed against each other two econom- 
ic classes — namely, the employed aud 
the employers. The earners of wag<?s 
frequently feel that the resistance to 
their aspirations Is unjust and inde- 
fensible, nnd the wage payers feel that 
the demands made on them are un- 
reasonable and sometimes even im- 
possible of fulfillment. A dispute ex- 
ists as to economic rights aud privi- 
leges, a nil as this dispute is looked 
upon ns a matter of private concern 
chieily. or even wholly, no regular pub- 
lic tribunal for the adjustment of these 
differences is provided, or when one 
does exist it is not clothed with ade- 
quate powers. 


That takes place which must. In the 


nature of things, happen— namely, an 
attempt to secure the satisfaction of 
desires by force, economic force. 
Th* 


wage earners ceaso work aud endeavor 
to induce others to refrain from taking 
the places which they have left. Their j 
hopo is that, through the infliction of ' 
a penalty on the employer— namely, a 
pecuniary loss— compliance with their 
desires will be forced. The employer, 
on the other hand, trusts that the pres- 
sure of economic need, which in many 
cases soon becomes hunger, may force 
the wage earners to yield to his terms. 
This is a kind of war nnd. indeed, is 
in popular language so called. It is in- 
dustrial war, and there is no doubt 
that the suffering involved is in pro- 
portion to the number engaged com- 
parable to that of military warfare; 
frequently it is no doubt even greater. 
Cripples are left on the field— both lit- 
erally and figuratively. Years after an 
industrial battle hero and there may 
be found the maimed, wrecked exist- 
ences, and no pensions afford them re- 
lief. Their suffering continues one of 
inglorious silence. 


But this strike warfare is domestic. 


It is within the nation. It is civil war. 
It bad been supposed that within the 
nation peace was achieved and that we 
were moving forward to abolish war- 
fare among nations. Our period is 
truly one of clisillu'sionments! 


The government has as one of its 


ends the preservation 
of order and 


quiet. In early times quarrels of all 
sorts were settled directly by physical 
force. Later, as the interest of so- 
ciety in peace asserted itself, combats 
were regulated; anil still' later as social 
evolution proceeded physical violence 
was prohibited and tribunals were pro- 
vided for the adjustment of large 
classes of cases, especially those relat- 
ing to rights in- property. The social 
interest in the preservation of order 
and the maintenance of rights of Jaw 
came to bo regarded as criminal as 
nets director! against 
society itself. 


Burglary Is not a privnte affair be- 
tween a burglar and a person burglar-v, 
iZHd. but a public matter of which the 
«latp tnkes cognizance. And means are 
provided for the settlement of quarrels 
relating to property interests, nnd nde- 
qunio force Is at hand to compel obedi- 
ence (o judicial decisions. "Contempt 
of court" is si'VPi'ely punished because 
public order nnd pence turn upon re- 
spect for judicial decisions as some- 
tiling pivotal. 


Tills line of thought naturally sug- 


gests aii eitensiou of public authority 
Jn snob mnimer Uiat provision may bo 
luuile for the sett'.emcni of cornrover- 
xles between employer? and employees.

oo longer private matters.' Tn eal'l|"! 
times,the private Interest was indeed 
the dominant otic, because production 
was chiefly an individual matter. Not 
long ago over a large section of the 
civilized world the ideal was the econo- 
mic self sufficiency of the household. 


Production and exchange *^e now 


social processes ;-ud are no longer ica- 
pable of 
regulation 
by 
Individual 


action. ConsMlid^tion of railways hns 
beeu proceeding rapidly for more than 
a generation, and now closely con- 
nected with this consolidation we have 
our epoch making so called trust move- 
ment. It has now come to pass that 
a few mcu—so few that they can easily 
Ve gathered together in a single room- 
control a considerable percentage of all 
the capital of the United States and 
direct the employment of a large frac- 
tional part of the labor power of our 
country. This means economic solida- 
rity such as the world has never 
known before. The difference In de- 
gree comes to mean a difference in 
kind. The new social character of In- 
dustry Is recognized alike by the most 
conservative economists and the most 
thoughtful musters of men. 


The prevention of strikes means sim- 


ply this: We must open our eyes to 
the clear implications of our growing 
economic solidarity. The orderly and 
peaceful operation of our industrial 
mechanism is a matter of public con- 
cern aud must be secured by social 
action of one sort and another. 


First of all, it is suggested by the 


writer, we should classify businesses 
with respect to the degree of public 
concern in their continuous operation. 
Naturally railways, telegraph lines and 
generally the agencies of transporta- 
tion and communication, together with 
lighting plants and other so called 
local "public utilities," belong iu the 
class in which the social interest as- 
serts itself most vigorously. 


Here clearly tho interest of society is 


paramount, aud the duty of preserving 
the continuous operation of the indus- 
tries providing these services Is like 
that of the prevention of a crime. Iu 
other words, in these particular cases 
we should have courts of conciliation 
and arbitration, with adequate power 
to settle disputes without a recourse 
to private industrial warfare. So far 
as other industries are concerned we 
could have a further classification into 
those with a very large social interest, 
as coal mining, uud those in which the 
social Interest iu any one economic con- 
cern is relatively small—o. g., mercan- 
tile pursuits, those ranking just below 
the railways. Conciliation aud arbitra- 
tion boards should be furnished with 
sufficient powers to gather together all 
the facts in regard to disputes between 
employer and employed, to make rec- 
ommendations to the parties concerned 
and to inform and educate public 
opinion. 


Is'o board of this kind should ever be 


clothed with so little power as to be 
contemptible, and the reasons why a 
feeble board can accomplish nothing 
are similar to those which would rend- 
er judges of little use If contempt of 
court were permissible. 


We have hud strikes in model estab- 


lishments, and the recent case of ihe 
National Cash Register company, at 
Dayton, O., is especially painful to al- 
truistically inclined people. Vet it was 
never reasonable in our democratic age 
to suppose that benevolence alone could 
avert 
strikes. The 
development of 


ideas of justice and the establishment 
of agencies to secure mutual justice 
between employer nnd employed must 
be placed in the tirst rank. Let benevo- 
lence then be added to justice! 


One thought more: The era of indi- 


vidual bargaining hns passed away in 
transportation, aud it is very nearly a 
thing of the past in all large scale pro- 
duction. We must adjust ourselves to 
collective bargains between organized 
labor on the one hand and organized 
capital on the other. Not suppression 
of organization, but regulation of or- 
ganization must be our watchword.— 
Professor^ Richard T. Ely, University 
of Wisconsin.

It Can Do to Help a Constitu- 


ent Inlon—How It 2Ul£lit Inaucu- 
Tu.tr n Sympathetic Strike—Limit to 
tt» Power to A»e*>. 
The Star has compiled from most re- 


liable sources the name and, member-- 
ship of every organization in 
the 


Ainerica'n Federation of Labor. This 
membership, in Individuals, amounts to 
1,432,440. The organizations embraced 
include 84- national and international 
uuions, 20 state branches, 280 city cen- 
trals and 1,044 local trade and federal 
labor unions, making: -a total of 1,923 
organizations. 


The action that can be taken by these 


affiliated bodies in assisting any one of 
their members in trouble is not limited, 
provided a meeting of the representa- 
tives of the affiliated bodies Is called 
for action in a. specific case. The as- 
sistance that can be rendered through 
the officers of the American Federation 
of Labor, however, Is clearly defined by 
the constitution aud bylaws governing 
that organization. This assistance Is 
limited to financial aid. The oflicers of 
the American Federation of Labor have 
no authority to declare a sympathetic 
strike, but can "levy an assessment of 
1 ceut per member per week on all 
aflillated unions for a period not ex- 
ceeding ten weeks In any one year, to 
assist in the support of an affiliated or- 
ganization engaged in a protracted 
striku or lockout." This law has been 
Interpreted to mean that a 10 cent as- 
sessment can bl> levied on the affiliated 
members once a year. 


If the full 10 cent assessment should 


be levied for the benefit of the steel 
strikers, however. It would amount to 
less than $130,000, aud would not go 
far In the struggle. 


In discussing the power of the execu- 


tive council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor In strike matters a prom- 
inent member of that council said:' 
"We are not hampered In the least by 
our constitution and bylaws. 
There 


are a hundred ways lu which the ex- 
ecutive council of the federation can 
tuko effective action In aiding a strike. 
For instance, a meeting could be or- 
dered of delegates from all atllllated 
bodies and at such a meeting any 
action might be taken that seemed ex- 
pedient. 
If U was deemed wise to 


order a sympathetic strike of certain 
allillated trades, this could be done, 
and while perhaps there would be 
nothing to compel the men so ordered 
to strike, there would be no doubt of 
their obeying the order. Then, too, If 
the 10 ceut assessment authorised to 
be levied for any ,oue organization 
should prove Insufficient, this conven- 
tion could levy nn additional assews- 
ment. Financial aid In addition to thu 
10 cent assessment could also be given 
by Independent action being taken by 
any of the national or international 
organizations, either through a special 
assessment of their members or by 
voting money out of their treasury."
